New York, July 19.—An investiga­ 
tion of the affairs of Town Topics, 
growing out of the arrest of Charles 
H. Ahle on charges of blackmail pre­ 
ferred by Edwin M. Post of the New 
York stock exchange, has been begun 
by A ssistant District Attorney Krotel. 
Moses Ellis Wooster, m em ber of the 
Society E d ito rs’ association, who got 
up 
'F a d s 
and 
Fancies” 
and 
also 
“A m erica’s Sm art Set," called on Mr. 
Krotel and furnished the crim inal au­ 
thorities with a copy of the much- 
talked-of agreem ent between the Town 
Topics Publishing company aud him ­ 
self. 
Tho agreem ent shows 
that 
W ooster engaged to secure subscribers 
to "Fads aud Fancies," all subscrip­ 
tion contracts to be in the nam e of 
the Town Topics Publishing com pany; 
th a t the company was to secure an 
editor and ra v e full supervision of 
printing and binding; and that Woos­ 
ter was to receive com missions of IO 
per cent in subscriptions up to $50,000 
and 20 per cent on all in excess of that 
amount, the net profit to be equally 
divided between the parties thereto. 
W ooster further told Mr. Krotel that 
there was no fixed price for subscrip­ 
tions to the book. 
He also declared 
that th** subscription of a woman very 
prom inent in society cost her $10.01)0 
and that while Hie minimum rat** was 
$1,500, 
some 
subscribers 
had 
paid 
$3,000 aud others as high as $7,000 
for their books.

result of the forthcom ing peace con­ 
ference between the plenipotentiaries 
of Russia and Japan. 
On the con­ 
trary it can be said that such advices 
as the president has received indicate 
that a sincere effort on Hie part of the 
representatives of both belligerent na­ 
tions will be made to reconcile their 
differences and negotiate a treaty of 
peace that will be perm anent. 
The term s that Jap an will propose 
have not been made known, even to 
Mr. Roosevelt, and it will not probably 
be given out until the conferees as­ 
semble as a peace commission. 
That 
the term s will not be drastic is be­ 
lie v ed generally in adm inistration cir­ 
cles. 
It is known th a t the president has 
intim ated to the Jap an ese government 
his belief that an agreem ent with Rus­ 
sia can be reached w ithout serious dif­ 
ficulty, provided Ja p an 's term s are not 
harsh or of a kind seriously to humili­ 
ate her adversary. 
The president has indicated definite­ 
ly th at his work, as an interm ediary 
between Russia and Japan, is practi­ 
cally concluded. 
H e is gratifl* d tln.t 
he has been able to bring the two bel­ 
ligerents together to discuss and con­ 
sider th e ir differences with a view to 
the negotiations of a treaty of peace 
T hat he will have an active hand in 
the conference is regarded as quite 
unlikely. 
The envoys will be afforded every 
facility and convenience by the United 
States governm ent for the conduct of 
their negotiations, but they will be 
given 
an absolutely clear field for 
their conference, a field free from any 
possible Interference. 
It Is believed that the president will 
not be drawn Into any controversy be­ 
tween the two sets of plenipotentiar­ 
ies, as the one or the other of the two 
nations directly Interested almost cer­ 
tainly would regard such a contingen­ 
cy ae Interference. 
Some formalities 
have to be ob­ 
served by the president, the chief one 
being the reception of the envoys at 
Sagam ore Hill, but when they have 
been completed the president will re­ 
gard his connection with the peace 
negotiations at an end. 


Big Salvage for Japs. 
Tokio, July 19.—An officer who has 
returned 
from 
Port Arthur 
reports 
that the extent of dam age to the sunk­ 
en Russian ships was slighter than 
was anticipated, 
it has been known 
that the Russians applied explosives 
inside the vessels before they were 
abandoned, and the resulting dam ages 
was expected to be serious. 
It has 
been found, however, that the vital 
portions of the ships were strangely 
unhurt. 
The Mayan, which sustained 
the m ost severe damage, has been 
taken tn tow, and the Peresvlt Is nav­ 
igable with her own engines. 
Moth of 
these vessels will soon be brought 
hare to complete the necessary re 
pairs. 
Even the Balada, which sus­ 
tained the heaviest dam age is expect­ 
ed to be refloated by the end of August 
and before this tim e the others will 
bs afloat 


Japs Ready for Vladivostok. 
Tokio, July 19.-—A Japanese army 
has been landed north of Vladivostok 
and a complete envelopment of the 
fortress is imminent.

Returning to indianapolis from 
Culver, he stopped for thirty minutes 
at Logansport aud was not recognized 
until ho was about ready to depart. 
Then the word flew like wildfire that 
the vie*- president was in town and 
people gathered along the ear line to 
bid him welcome. 
A local newspaper 
here that is unfriendly to him tried to 
make it appear that thr- vice president 
was not recognized because he is prac­ 
tically unknown in his own state.

was not seeking notoriety and was 
buried behind a new spaper at the sta ­ 
tion, so that no one had a chance to 
get a good glimpse of him until he was 
about ready *o depart.
